ON WORLD, LORD ROSEBERY SAYS 


LONDON, Nov. 14— “I know estink 
more disheartening than the announce 
ment recently made that the United 
States—the one great country left in the 
world free from the hideous, bloody bur- 
den of war—is about to embark on the 
building of a huge armada destined to be 
equal or second to our own,” Lord Rose- 
bery said, presiding at the Rhodes lecture 
in the University of London tonight. 

“It means,” he continued, “ that the 
burden will continue on the other na- 
tions, and be increased exactly in pro- 
portion to the fleet of the United States. 


Sees U. S. Taking Up Burden. 

“I confess that it is a dishearteng.g 
prospect that the United States, éo re- 
mote from the European conflict, should 
voluntarily in these days take up the 
burden which after this war will be found 
to have broken, er almost broken, our 
backs."’ ‘ 

Ola Europe, Lord Rosebery sald, was 
disappearing, never to return in its pres- 
ent shape.

Mr. Burrows, alwaya a stanch Repubii- 
can, took an active part in Michigan poll- 
ties and in 1868 was appointed federal! su- 
perintendent of internal revenue for 
Michigan and Wisconsin, but he declined 
this post. ; 

In 1873 Mr. Burrows was elected-te con- 
grees. He served for nine terms, being 
twice elected speaker pre tem. In 1895 
he resigned from the house of representa- 
tives te GH an unexpired term as United 
States senator. In 1890 and 1905 he was 
reélected to the senate, 

Mr. Burrows was temporary chairman 
of the Republican national convention.in 
Chicago in 1908 and later served as « 
member of the federgl monetary com- 
mission. .
